He said: "J think it’s imporl- 
ant that there is no diminuuüon 
ûf soverignty on either side, but 
there could be a way of tackling

sense involves some pooling of 
soverignty by both sovereign 
governments. 

“1 don"t think the Garda on 
ıhe Falls Road is the sort of 
solution which is possible 
without a clear infringement of 
sovereigniy, but I think there 
might be ways we could get a 
mutuality between the two parts 
of Ireland.” 

Mr Scott's remarks are bound 
1n provoke unionisı hostility 
and suspicion at a most 
sensitive moment: when Mrs 
Thatcher is about to appoint a 
successor to Mr James Prior as 
Secretary of State for Northern 
Ireland. Her choice is expected 
to be announced tomorrow. 

But the junior minister's 
message was underlined yester- 
day by Dr Garret FiizGerald, 
the Irish Prime Minister, who 
spoke of his fears about Ulster’s 
palice force in a radio inter 
view. 

He said: “All of us share 
unease about the Royal Ulstar 
Constabulary at the present 
time in view of a number of 
things that have happened. 

“We have made this clear to 
the British Government. We 
have actively represented the 
nationalists of Northern Ireland 
and have secured public recog- 
nition that we are entitled to do 
so from the House of Com- 
mons.

Dr Ward, a consultant phyx- 
ician at the Royal Hallamshıre 
Hospital in Shelficld, saıd that 
in diabetıcs tiny hlood vessels 
in the eye could grow ahnor- 
"| mally and then burst. producing 
permanent ceye damage and 
blindness. Regular ceye checks 
could detect the changes hefore 
1he patient was cven aware of 
them, and tasers could then be 
uscd to seal up lhe vessels at ur 
carly slage. 

Sufficient lasers were prob- 
ably available lo provide ıhe 
trealment, he said, But the 
screening facilities did not exist. 
About 3U health authorities had 
no specialist diabetes clintcs 
and cven in well-established 
tly $} clinics, 70 per cent did not have 
a room that could be darkened 
properly to allow ce checks t0 
be: made. 

“Beside all the drama of heart 
transplants, which some uf us 
mighl say should not be donc 
anyway on cconomic grounds, 
arguing about whethcr {here is a 
dark room might sccm pretty 
mundane", Dr Ward said. Buı 
diabetes was the biggest single 
cause of blindness among the 
working population, and much 
of thal was preventable, It was 
likely in lime, he said that some 
patients would sue.

VISIONS 


Each great city has its 
wrong side of the tracks, 
where urban neglect is 
at its ugliest. 
Revitalizing these areas 
is a massive task, In 
London, such a 
wasteland is the South 
Bank, on the “wrong” 
side ofthe Thames. In a 
three-part series, top 
architects 
commissioned by The 
Times offer their rescue 
plans. Today, our 
architecture 
correspondent, Charles 
Knevitt, explains the 
scale of the problem. 


The British habit of haphazard 
planning has created Cities of 
great beauty by accident, and 
urban disaster areas by design — 
sometimes within the same few 
square miles.

The very practice of keeping au 
album of that sort says something 
about values of the period.

The 
practice survived, in a degenerale 
form, in my own schoo) days in the 
1950s, By then the messages werê 
very brief, perhaps only “AI the

The 1ributes of my grandmother"s 
friends had been. by contrast, 
laboriously worked on. Pocms ~ by 
Longfellow, Tenryson, Robert Louis 
Stevenson ~ were faultlessly lran- 
scribed to cover a whole page or 
more, and then embellished with 
meticulous linc drawings of flowers 
and birds, 

The poems chosen were all of the 
Inspirational and morally earnest 
sort (only one facetious Contri- 
bution, “Ye Ode to ye South 
Dormitory”, lowers the tone).
